County Board Pledges 
Half of (ias Tax Funds 
For 20 Years To Start 
$30,000,000 Pavement 


Northwest Cook county will get 
the first super highway out of Chi­ 
cago. 
Other sections of Chicago and 
Cook county will have plenty of 
I time to quarrel over routes of sini- 
■ i!ar highways in their direction. In 
i the 
meantime the Cook 
county 
I board 
of 
commissioners 
have 
pledged one half of their share, of 
gas tax funds for the next twenty 
years in order to secure the $30,- 
000,000 that it is expected will be 
needed to build the northwest super 
highway. 
William Busse, county commis­ 
sioner, 
who has been 
frequently 
credited with starting and foster­ 
ing much of the paved road build­ 
ing northwest of Chicago had the 
privilege of having a part in this, 
the greatest of all improved road 
building in this part of the United 
States. 
The county board, of which Mr. 
Busse has been a member a great 
many years, passed the necessary 
resolution last week, that has start­ 
ed the 
machinery in 
operation 
that 
means the 
preparation of 
plans and specifications for the im­ 
provement. 
A special law' was passed by 
the last state legislature authoriz­ 
ing such a method of financing for 
super highway improvement. Those 
plans must take definite shape by 
next March. The Northwest plan 
appears to be 
the only one on 
which there has fc*een no opposi­ 
tion. 
The resolution provides that the 
construction of the super highway 
begin at the out rn drive in Grant 
Park, extending general in a north­ 
west?;riy direction to suitable con­ 
nections on Higgins Road, Algon­ 
quin Road, Northwest Highway, 
Milwaukee Ave. and other major 
highways.

Up, 5c Increase 
In Cream Price 


Cooler weather and showers in 
late Septem ber have improved fall 
pastures 
and 
substantially _ 
creased the milk flow’, according to 
F’rank Gougler, director, produce* 
marketing, 
Illinois 
A gricultural 
Association. 
“Drought 
and 
heat 
through 
A ugust and early Septem ber cut 
the milk flow’ approxim ately 30 per 
cent,” Gougler said, 
“but m ost 
dairy herds are now’ back to nor­ 
mal. Our nine Producers cooperat­ 
ive cream eries have had a substan­ 
tial increase in receipts of butter­ 
fat with one exception and volume 
of the combined cream eries will 
show a good gain over the previous 
year.” 
Butter prices have gained ap­ 
proxim ately five cents per pound 
from the low point 
iii A ugust, 
Gougler said. 
Producers Cream-, 
eries are paying approxim ately the 
Chicago 90 score price (27c today) 
for Grade A cream delivered.
